Washington— CD —Developments 


on four bills, the wage-hour, sugar, 
tax loophole and District of Col- 
umbia tax ^measures, substantially 
advanced the congressional drive 
for adjournment today. 


The District of Columbia tax 


bill, carrying a price maintenance 
rider, was cleared out of the way 
entirely when the senate completed 
action on it and sent it to the 
White House. 


The price maintenance provision 


would relax anti-trust laws to al- 
low manufacturers and wholesalers 
to fix retail prices on their goods 
in states having price maintenance 
laws. 


In the house labor committee, the 


senate wage and hour bill was sub- 
stituted for the house measure and 
the committee decided to complete 
consideration of the bill this after- 
noon. 


Add Amendments 


The committee added several of 


its own amendments to the senate 
bill. One it did not add immediate- 
ly would permit the proposed new 
labor standards board to fix a maxi- 
mum work week of as low as 35 
hours and hourly pay as high as 70 
cents. The senate bill provided 40- 
cent hour and 40-hour week limits. 


The committee on tax evasion, 


jointly composed of senators and 
representatives, completed its in- 
vestigation of income tax avoidance 
and evasion devices today and pre- 
pared to report to the house and 
senate tomorrow recommendations 
for closing tax loopholes. 


Much discussed sugar legislation 


won favorable action from 
the 


house rules committee despite op- 
position of the state, interior and 
agriculture departments. The com- 
mittee cleared the way for a bill, 
drawn to replace the Jones-Costigan 
quota system act, to be called up on 
the floor as early as tomorrow.

Headquarters of 
the Japanese - dominated regime 
had been at Tungchow. 12 miles to 
the east, until now. Establishment 
of such a government for virtually 
all of North China was believed to 
be one of Japan's major objectives 
in the undeclared war.

dent's motives, but nobody has yet 
furnished an authoritative reason

First, that Mr. Roosevelt expects 


the re'tirement of another supreme 
court justice to develop after con- 
gress adjourns and that he would 
prefer to fill two vacancies at one 
time, thus affording an opportunity 
to name a radical and a liberal 
conservative. 


Second, that Mr. Roosevelt has in 


mind the nomination of someone 
whose name, he knoxvs. will not be 
palatable to the senate and will 
raise a controversy, the repercus- 
sions of which may die down by 
the time the senate reconvenes next 
January when the appointee will 
already have donned the robes of 
office. 


Third, that Mr. Roosevelt needs 


votes in congress between now an: 
adjournment for crucial measures 
and that, if he withholds an ap 
pointment. he will not antagonize 
any of the senators or repre- 
sentatives who are known to have 
their favorite candidates for the 
vacancy on the court which nov, 
exists. 


The last reason presupposes that 


Mr. Roosevelt does,not think con- 
gress will adjourn without a vote 
or two on some question vital to his 
administration, and that he would 
prefer to keep active in his behalf 
those senators who are urging par- 
ticular appointments. 


Of all the reasons, the first one 


seems to be the most logical. It 
seems to fit in with what was gen- 
erally understood to be the situa- 
tion before Senator Robinson died. 
The bosom friends of the Arkansas 
senator say the latter never did get 
a definite statement in so many 
words from Mr. Roosevelt of his in- 
tention to appoint him to the bench. 
Instead it is said Mr. Roosevelt 
hinted at the prospective appoint- 
ment of Mr. Robinson in an in- 
direct way, declaring that it was 
necessary to pass the Logan-Hatch 
substitute in order that two vacan- 
cies might be immediately devel- 
; oped. 


Substitute Plan 


It will be recalled that the sub- 


stitute plan called for only one ap- 
pointment a year of additional jus- 
tices beyond the nine of the present 
court. Thus, one additional vacancy 
created by law, plus the one caused 
by the retirement of Justice Van 
DeVanter, would have given the j 


president 
two 
appointments 
to 


make. 


Naturally, 
if 
Mr. 
Robinson 


thought that he was to get an ap- 
•pointmcnt, but only after the Lo- 
gan-Hatch proposal was passed, i 
might, humanly enough, have spur- 
red him on to further efforts or at 
least to expediting action on the 
substitute 
so that the president 


would be able to meet the then 
existing situation as circumstances 
required. 


Only Mr. Roosevelt himself could 


verify a matter of this kind. If, to 
be sure, he has had it in mind for 
some time to balance a radical with 
a liberal conservative, 
then he 


might now be taking seriously the 
prediction made to the house of 
representatives in a stirring address 
by Chairman Sumners of the house 
judiciary committee to the effect 
that there would be further vacan- 
cies in the court occurring in the 
regular way once congress got rid 
of the court bill. 


It is true the senate has recom- 


mitted the court packing bill, but 
some 
administration 
enthusiasts 


have announced their intention of 
reviving the issue in some form 
by tacking on an amendment re- 
quiring a two-thirds vote of the 
court to invalidate an act of con- 
gress. It is believed that, when re- 
tirements come, the present mem- 
bers of the supreme court will wish 
to make their announcement at a 
time which will not in any way be 
construed as an effort to delay fur- 
ther court legislation or to affect 
the legislative situation one way or 
the other. 


Many persons on Capitol hill are 


guessing that, if Mr. Roosevelt did 
not have some such plan of waiting 
for an additional vacancy before 
filling the existing vacancy, 
he 


would have acted long ago. All 
three prominent persons mentioned 
for the present vacancy, namely 
Stanley 
Reed, solicitor 
general 


Samuel Bratton, circuit court o 
appeals judge and former .senate 


which to get confirmation of any of 
the three men mentioned above 
shows he has some other plan Jn 
the bock of his mind. Hence the 
belief most plausible is that Mr. 
Roosevelt wants to make two ap- 
pointments simultaneously, and this 
probably will not be possible till 
after congress adjourns when some 
one of the supreme court justices 
sends in his retirement letter at a 
timeisufficiently detached from the 
present session as not to make it 
seem to have been induced by the 
circumstances surrounding the his- 
toric supreme court battle of 1937. 


Pressure of public opinion, how- 


ever, may compel the president to 
send in one nomination now • and 
make a recess appointment when 
the next vacancy is expected to oc- 
cur, that is some time before Octo- 
ber. The question raised by Senator 
Borah as to whether Justice Van 
DeVanter resigned or just "retired" 
is a technical one, but it relates 
primarily to the matter of compen- 
sation and not service on the high- 
est bench. The retirement law was 
drawn especially to prevent reduc- 
tion of compensation after retire- 
ment. Insofar as the supreme court 
itself is concerned, there is a va- 
cancy, due to Justice Van DeVan- 
Ler's withdrawal, but whether Jus- 
tice Van DeVanter's salary can be 
cut in a future economy wave, as 
nappened 
to 
the 
late 
Justice 


Holmes after he retired, is some- 
hing for treasury attorneys and 
Justice Van DeVanter to worry 
dbout some day. and, of course, the 
contingency may never arise.

Indeed, 
it is pointed out tha 


President Roosevelt has a chance to 
confound his critics by naming men 
of the foregoing type. For it can 
then be asked on his behalf why 
there was so much furore abou 
"court packing" when, on the firs 
opportunity to fill a vacancy, a jus- 
tice is appointed who is promptly 
accepted by conservatives, liberals 
and radicals alike in the Unitec 
States senate. 


Those who think Mr. Roosevelt 


has some other idea in mind — 
namely, to wait for a second vacan- 
cy—insist that the president would 
by now have filled the post if he 
really intended to pick any of the 
three mentioned who coufd be so 
quickly confirmed. The mere ask- 
ing for an opinion about a recess

Much light was cast upon the 


true character of the wages and 
hours bill by the action of Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge, of Massachu- 
setts. Mr. Lodge introduced 
an 


amendment which would have for- 
bidden the importation of goods 
from any foreign country in excess 
of the average for the past five 
years unless it can be proven to the 
Labor Standards Board that the 
goods were produced under condi- 
tions at least as good as those pre- 
vailing in this country. The amend- 
ment was defeated, though the bill 
as passed contains an invitation to 
raise the American tariff. 


The interesting thing about Mr. 


Lodge's amendment is that it de- 
fines sc clearly the directing senti- 


ment behind the bill. It is the de- 
sire to create a legally protected 
area for the maintenance of the 
relatively 
higher wages 
of the 


Northern 
industrial 
states. 
Mr. 


Lodge, though he was defeated on 
his amendment, voted for the bill. 
Mr. Lodge is a Republican from 
Massachusetts, and yet no scruples 
about delegating power, about cen- 
tralizing power, about' any of the 
other principles that Republicans 
profess, deterred him from voting 
for the bill. *

Believes in Tariff 
Policy of Party 


Why? Because Senator Lodge in- 


herits and firmly believes in the 
tariff philosophy of his party. And 


he saw, much more clearly than 
the liberals who supported, the bill, 
that in effect it means the estab- 
lishment of an internal protective 
tariff system 
within the 
United 


States. 
Being a dyed-in-the-wool 


protectionist. Mr. Lodge not only 
wishes to exclude imports from 
foreign countries but turns rather 
gladly to the idea of erecting bar- 
riers to the free exchange of goods 
within the United States. This bill 
provides for the creation of what 
might be called regional tariffs de- 
signed to "protect" the older indus- 
trial regions from the competition 
of the newer ones. 


Given his economic philosophy, 


wflich is that of the Hawley-Smoot 
tariff carried to its logical extreme, 
Mr. Lodge was quite right in voting 
for the wages and hours bill. 


Bill May Create * 
Barriers Between States 


If the bill is really made effec- 


tive, that is to say, if it docs not 
break down 
as N. R. A. 
broke 


down, the sponsors will have suc- 
ceeded in doing what the federal 
constitution was designed to pre- 
vent. They will have found a way 
of impairing freedom of trade not 
only with the 
outer world 
but 


within the boundaries of the union. 
On^the pretext that they arc im- 
proving labor conditions in the 
poorer regions, they will by a maze 
of regulations and orders erect .ill 
manner of barriers to trade within 
the nation. 


I do not know whether on this 


ground the bill can be attacked 
successfully 
as 
unconstitutional. 


But I think it is clear that if this 
bill stands, and is enforced and ex- 
panded, it will violate one of the 
clearest 
purposes, 
perhaps 
the 


dominating purpose, of the 
men 


who who created the federal union. 
For is was their unmistakable in- 
tention to establish within the bor- 
ders of the United States an area 
of complete free trade, and to this 
end they forbade the states to cre- 
ate internal tariffs. They would, I 


think, 
have been 
astonished to 


learn that the federal government 
in tnc guise of regulating labor 
conditions, could itself establish the 
regional tariffs that no state may 
establish of its own accord

pardized and impaired just" exactly in pro- 
portion as legislators and executives have 
taken the rower of the judiciary into their 
cwn hands f-r purposes bound :n t:me to 
become v:lla:r.ous. 


THE CASE OF MB. MALONE 


William Malone, former chairman of 


the Illinois Tax Commission and once 
candidate for governor of that state, is- 
sued a statement after he was sentenced 
to federal prison for false income tax re- 
turns that he wasn't so much concerned 
about going to Leavenworth "because I 
am certain the truth will ultimately come 
out and I will be vindicated some day." 


This sort of statement from a con- 


victed felon is common. It might almost 
be called stereotyped. The reporters ex- 
pect it as a matter of form even as the 
prison doors clang. 


The Malone case may be selected for 


consideration because the evidence pro- 
duced was so clear and overwhelming. 


The income which Mr. Malone failed 


to put in his return consisted, said the 
governments* indictment and 
proof, of 


nothing but sordid bribes totalling about 
$700,000 and paid that Mr. Malone either 
might prefer great taxpayers or restrain 
himself from gouging them. 


This matter of great institutions pay- 


ing large sums just for the purpose of 
being left alone or treated honestly is 
not a sketchy alibi upon their part but 
loo often true. 


While it was immaterial for just what 


purpose Malone received this money so 
long as it inured to his benefit it is im- 
portant for the public to remember that 
many times those who have money are 
"shaken down" by public officials with 
implied or expressed threats to misuse 
their power unless money is forthcoming. 


Mr. Malone used a little different sys- 


tem from that employed in the name of 
Mr. Farley. 
Instead of selling old tele- 


phone directories at $250 a copy Mr. Ma- 
lone told lawyers who were appearing 
before him for such large companies as 
Pullman that he would expect, say, $20,- 
000 as a contribution to his approaching 
campaign for some office or other. Of 
course the lawyer knew it was a racket. 
While the evidence at the trial did not 
follow the various steps of events there 
will be no doubt in anyone's mind that 
the lawyer reported to his client what 
happened and that the client said it was 
best to pay the money else a great com- 
pany could easily be singled out for re- 
prisal by men in political life, against 
whose schemes it was helpless because the 
people would cheer the politician im- 
agining him their champion instead of the 
reprobate he was.

In Washington

Washington — A dilemma faces 


President Roosevelt .on the Su- 
preme Court issue. If 'he imposes 
his will upon the senate and house 
and the bill is passed, he will have 
a nest of bitter opposition in both 
chambers that won't clear up in a 
long time. Certainly it won't clear 
up before the 1938 'congressional 
elections and the Presidential elec- 
tion of 1940. 


But If the President surrenders 


it will be recognized as a retreat. 
That he has been so insistent to 
dale upon passing the court bill 
seems to indicate his belief that a 
defeat 
now presupposes defeals 


upon other fronts of his extensive 
program. 


Incidentally, the loss he suffers 


will be the principal immediate ef- 
fect either of defeat or success for 
the court bill. The wildest-eyed of 
the opposilionists do not forecast 
immediate dictatorship. The prin- 
cipal argument is that it will set a 
precedent for later, less-restrained 
Presidents to really take the court 
out of play and to centralize gov- 
ernment power. 


v Conversely, 
defeat of the bill 


would not mean that the President 
must then scrap all phases of his 
executive reorganization bill, the 
wage-hour bill, the farm bill. He 
might rescue much by modifica- 
tions.

Repercussions 


It is altogether likely that within 


half an hour after a vote is taken to 
decide the fate of the court bill 
other pending legislation will be 
taken up and acted upon as if noth- 
ing had happened. That is the way 
such things move. 


One thing is certain, that either 


outcome will have a prompt effect 
on the 1938 selections. The court 
bill cannot escape being made an 
issue. If the President has his way 
and the court bill passes. Repub- 
lican planks probably will call for 
repeal of the act. It would be lock- 
ing the barn after the horse is gone, 
for in that time President Roose- 
velt would have had an opportun- 
ity to name two judges under the 
bill, as well as fill the Van Devan- 
ter vacancy.

defeated.

sees light-colored knolls in dar);

sheet erosion, which strips thin lay- 
ers of topsoil a little at a time.

on after crops are growing. Corn, 
cotton, tobacco and other crops may 
be making fine growth on the low- 
er parts of a field, but up above, 
where sheet erosion has been at 
work, the stand is thinner and 
plants are not doing t,o well.

Always Best at Contract

h We hear much of so-called "nat- 
ural bridge players." The implica- 
'tlon of the phrase is. of course, that 
these 
gifted 
beings, excelling as 


they do at other card games, nat- 
urally enjoy an advantage over or- 
dinary mortals who can come to 
bridge 
cxpertncss - only 
through 


long and tortuous trails. The fact 
of the matter is that I never have 
seen a mere "card player" sit at 
the bridge table and acquit him- 
self with credit until he has put a

years. 


Cattle prices broke sharply for 


all except choice and prime weigh- 
ty steers which were scarce. Long 
yearlings and light 'steers grading 
good and better dropped 25 to 50 
cents while grassy and short fed 
kinds were off 25 cents. The $17.15 
per hundred-weight top paid for 
prime steers averaging 1,422 pounds 
matched last week's nine year cat- 
tle market peak and several other 
loads showing good finish sold from 
$16 25 to $17.10. Beef carcass whole- 
sale quotations were unchanged at 
12! to 24} cents per pound, highest 
in several years. 


Some of the decline in 
cattle 


values was attributed to an expan- 
sion in receipts. The run of 10,000 
was 3.000 larger than expected. 


Weakness struck the lamb trade, 


also, with springers losing around

Madison.— Total 1936 federal, 


state, and local taxes in Wisconsin 
•were the highest since 1930 and 
third highest in the history of the 
state, according to a survey just 
completed by the Wisconsin Tax- 
payers alliance. 


"Indirect taxes accounted for 5S 


per cent and direct taxes 45 per 
cent of the total. 


"Federal taxes were responsible 


for about one-third of the $242,000.- 
000 total taxes in Wisconsin and 
state and local taxes for about two- 
thirds. On a per capita 
basis the 


1936 tax bill was $83.38." the Al- 
liance bulletin staled. 


"Only in 1929 and 1930 did the 


aggregate of all taxes in Wisconsin 
exceed 1936 federal, state, and local 
taxes: estimated totals were $243.- 
000,000 in 1929 and an all-time high 
of S257.000.000 in 1930. 


"Per capita taxes were highest in 


1920 with a total tax bill of $90.93 
per person, but the $239,000.000 to- 
tal taxes in that year was less than 
in 1929, 1930. 1931, or 1936. 


"The lowest tax total in recent 


years 
was $195,000,000 
in '1933. 


Three years of mounting federal, 
state, and local tax levies 
have

boosted the 1933 total by $47,000.- 
000 or within $15,000,000 of the 1930 
peak."

Going back farther in tax his- 


tory, the alliance estimates placed 
total taxes in Wisconsin in 1901 at 
$30,000,000 or $14.26 per capita. Ad- 
dition of many forms of new taxes 
such as federal and state income 
taxes, federal and state gas taxes, 
state motor vehicle licenses, and 
special federal manufacturing 
ex- 


cise taxes helped bring the 1936 to- 
tal to over eight times the 1901 lev- 
el. The state and local 
general 


property tax levy increased 385 per 
cent in the same period. 


"In each period of rapid tax in- 


crease, there has been a shift from 
direct to indirect forms of taxa- 
tion," the Taxpayers alliance bul- 
letin stated. "From 1902 until the 
World war direct and indirect tax- 
es each accounted for about half of 
total taxes while from 1918 to 1922, 
war tax years, there was a rapid 
shift toward indirect taxes.

same trend was repeated with the 
imposition of emergency taxes fol- 
lowing 1933, and 
in 1936 indirect 


taxes made up 55 per cent of the to- 
tal."
